Britain, Turkey and France also 
devote relatively large shares of 
their gross domestic products to 
military spending, the report said. 

The report praised Turkey, 
Greece, Britain and France for 
contributing relatively more than 
their share to the common defense, 


“but called Luxembourg, Denmark 


and Canada laggards in spending. 

Japan is “substantially below 
par” in military spending as mea- 
sured by the usual indicators, such 
as percentage of gross domestic 
product, the report said. But be- 
cause Japan is so wealthy, the total 
amount of money it spent on de- 
fense in 1988, $28.9 bilkon, is larger 
than all but a handful of nations. 

Japan also purchases more U.S.- 
made producis under the Foreign 
Military Sales program than any 
other nation, and more than Italy, 
Britain, France and West Germany 
combined, the report stated.

Launch of Telescope and Camera 
Expected to Find “Missing” Space’

The first indisputable evidence 
for the existence of brown dwarfs.

after the Hubble Space Telescope 
and its faint-object camera, devel- 
oped by the European Space Agen- 
cy. goes into operation.

The Soviet Union / Toeing the Fiber-Optic Line 


U.S. Security Interests May Curb Project 


Today's high technology telecom- 
munications links are said to span the 
globe, They don't The Soviet Union's 
antiquated telecommunications sys- 
tem is the missing link In the world's 
network of fiber-optic lines. 

U.S. West Inc., a Denver-based firm, 
is proposing to remedy that by 
stretching a 6,000-mile (9,656-kilome- 
ter) fiber-optic line from Vladivostok 
to Moscow, where it will then branch 


The TSL could control 20% 
of all Asia-Europe traffic 


off to points In northern, central and 
southern Europe. U.S. West has as- 
sembled a consortium with seven 
Asian and European telecommunica- 
tions firms to do the job, which could 
be completed by 1995. 

U.S. West faces a major hurdle, 
however, in securing the Bush admin- 
istration’s approval of the project, 
which it calls the Trans-Soviet Line 
(TSL). The National Security Agency 
and other departments of the govern- 
ment that use the NSA's satellite- 
based monitoring of the Soviet 
Union's telecommunications lines are 
fearful that the U.S. West project will 
cut off a valuable source of intelli- 
gence about the Soviet leadership be- 
cause fiber-optic lines are much more 


difficult to penetrate than the current 
Soviet system. 

Richard Perle, a former assistant 
secretary of defense, charged during 
a recent Congressional hearing that 
the TSL would be “devastating to the 
ability of the United States to collect 
intelligence about the Soviet Union.” 

Laird Walker, a U.S. West vice presi- 
dent, says the company is a “good 
corporate citizen” and won't violate 
the national Interest. U.S. West offi- 
cialis assert that if the U.S. government 
doesn't allow American participation, 
other members of the consortium will 
probably go ahead with the TSL. A 
similar development took place in the 
mid-1980s when the Reagan adminis- 
tration vetoed pians by U.S. firms to 
work on improving China's telecom- 
munications network. European com- 
panies stepped in and won the deals. 


The acceptance of the U.S. West 
Project should help U.S. companies 
gain a foothold in the modermization 
of the Soviet telecommunications sys- 
tem, U.S. exports of telacommunica- 
tions equipment to the Soviet Union 
totaled only $3.3 million In 1988. The 
TSL could by itself bring in $1 billion in 
revenues to the company and other

French Giant Plans to Split 
Despite Union Protests 


This is the first of several steps to 
Prepare France Telecom for tough 
competition when the European Com- 
munity's telecommunications market 
opens up. The second will come in the 
fall, when another bill on telecom- 
munications will be presented to Par- 
liament to set new rules for competi- 
tion and to bring France into line with 
the directive now undergoing a 
bumpy passage through the EC mill. 


Although work on the draft bill be- 
gan some months ago, the process is 
being held up both by hitches over the 
EC directive and by the French Parlia- 
ment’s crowed spring agenda. 

The aim is for the bill to become law 
next Jan. 1, but “it is not imperative," 
comments Miche! Feneyrol, adviser to 
France Telecom's managing director. 
“We already have regulations for the 
telecom sector," he explains. 

An initial move toward separating 
regulatory from basic network opera- 
tions was made in May lest year when

As Europe Opens Up, 
U.S. Companies Move In 


American telecommunications 
companies had a great business year 
In Western Europe in 1989, with ex- 
ports of equipment totaling $1.1 bil- 
Hon and a trade surplus of $800 mil- 
Non. But the companies aren't 
satisfied with that achievement and 
neither Is the U.S. government. 

“Improved access to Europe is one 
of the priorities of the U.S. telecom 
industry,” says Alien Frischkorn, pres- 
ident of the Telecommunications In- 
dustry Association, representing U.S. 
@quipment manufacturers who hope

to break down regulatory barriers to 
further sales. Also looking to Europe 
are service providers, who are excited 
by industry estimates of a $20 billion 
market for their goods by 1992. 

The Bush administration, which ini- 
tiated a trade action against the Euro- 
pean Community in February 1989 
over telacommunications barriers, 


said last month that the EC had shown ‘ 


that it wes moving to dismantie some 
obstacles. But compficated bargain- 
ing lies ahead, both in international 
trade talks and within the community, 
before the EC market can be consid- 
ered truly open, U.S. trade officials 
say. 

“We have made a good deal of 
Progress in our discussions with the 
community on tefecommunications,” 
U.S. Trade Representative Carla Hills 
told Congress recentiy. “However, 
much more remains to be accom- 
plished.” 

Meanwhile, American companies 
are vigorously seeking new business 
opportunities in emerging telecom- 
munications markets, such as cellular 
telephones, software and cable televi- 
sion, that are already open.

The oldest of the Bells, American 
Telephone ἃ Telegraph Co., recently 
concluded an accord with state- 
owned ltaltel S.p.A. of Italy. The two 
are reportedty planning to sell tele- 
communications, equipment in South 
and East European countries and in 
Latin America. The deal was a re- 
bound from AT&T's shut-out in 
France, where it lost a bid in 1987 to

AT&T has also bought !ste! Ltd, one 
of Britain's largest players in the elec- 
tronic messaging market. Although 
the demand for such services is still 
small in Europe compared with the 
United States, it is expected to grow 
rapidly over the next few years. 

Canada’s giant, Northem Telecom, 
has also been active in Europe for 
several years. In 1973, it started manu- 
facturing equipment in Ireland for the 
European market, and later began 
similar operations in France, where it 
Is now constructing a research and 
development center. Northern Tele- 
com's long-term presence has en- 
abled it to become a leading supplier 
of PBX and other equipment. 

An ATA&T rival, U.S. Sprint Commu- 
nications Co., is expanding its Euro- 
pean operations.
